Florenz Ziegfeld knew the tele-)I sent you a telegram. Why haven’t 


bhune numbers of more beautiful 
girls than any other man living. In 
his Blue Book of Beauty were listed 
the names, addresses and telephone 
numbers of thousands of glamorous 
girls. Fifty or sixty aspiring young 
Venuses paraded before his critical 
glance every day. 

He was proud of the fact that he 
was called the Glorifier of the Amer- 
ican Girl. It was a title richly de- 
served. He often took some drab 
little girl no one had ever looked at 
twice and transformed her on the 
stage into a dazzling creature of 
mystery and seduction. Form and 
grace—these alone—were the cov- 
eted passport to the Ziegfeld stage. 
The glamor was supplied by Zieg- 
feld himectf. 

Ziegfeld was as regal m his ex- 
‘Yavagances as an Oriental poten- 
rate. He squandered millions of dol- 
lars on costumes, combing the mar- 
kets of Europe and India and Asia 
for the most beautiful fabrics money 
could buy.

The 
very day he met her, he bought out 
an entire flower shop and sent the 
complete stock to her home—sent 
her everything from swect peas and 
orchids and carnations to the orange 
trees in the wndow. And when 
Billie Burke told him that she had

_In full appreciation of the privilege 
which is being granted by CFRN to 
the editors of the country weeklieg of 
Alberta, I shail attempt to point out 
in this short talk the advantages 
which YOU, as well ag the several ed- 
itors of the weekly newspapers, may 


jMerive from the existence of a well- 


produced paper in each of your own 
communities. 


Possibly the most misunderstood 
type of journal published anywhere: 
today is the small-town weekly news- | 
paper. Its problems are unique be-| 
cause of the fact that practically all | 
of itg subscribers and readers know 
rach other, as well as the staff of the 
paper. Not only that, but, the editors 
and publishers Inow most of their | 
readers fairly intimately—know their 
standing in the territory served; have 
a reasonable conception of the amount 
of worldly goods they possess; and in 
many cses, because of their situation, 
have a pretty fair idea of their syib- 
scribers’ personal problems. All this 
knowledge comes into the average 
small newspaper office maturally, and 
often has to be weighed and taken in- 
to consideration in the editorial con- 
tent of the paper. 

For these reasons, the weekly news- 
paper, whose object is not only to pre- 
sent local news, but also to attempt 
to dio the greatest giood to the langest 
number, often proves its value to the 
‘community not only by the news it 
‘prints but by the news it does not 
(print! This discrimination is prac- 
ticed practically every week by prac- 
tically every weekly paper; although, 
of course, it cannot be fairly labelled 
“suppression of news’. In the big 
daily papers a similar practice might 
possibly be so termed, but then it is 
seldom practiced in daily papers ‘be- 


‘\icause the duties and problems of the 


dailies are as different from those of 
weeklies as night is from day. This 
is a fact which many of our readers

Indeed, Sir Charles Higham, the Brit- 
ish advertising man who very recent- 
ly declared that he was the largest 
individual buyer of newspaper space 
in Great Britain, claimed his success 
had been based on newspaper adiver- 
tising (he has purchased seventy-five 
million dollars’ worth in the past 20 
years), and etated to an interviewer 
that “I know there is a tendency 
among many advertisers to employ 
other means than the press for selling 
things, but I bave yet to meet an ad- 
vertiser who has made a success with- 
out it”. 

Speaking more particularly of the 
Wainwright Star: This paper, which 
is known from coast to coast in the 
Dominion, and which has on more 
than one occasion won prizes against 
all others in Canada ffor its high rat- 
ing as a weekly news and advertising 
medium, was established in 1908, thus 
being now over 30 years old. Start- 
ing shortly after the original settle- 
ment of the community was moved 
to the present site from what’ was 
then known.as Denwood—a spot some 
six miles to the east—The Star has 
truly kept pace with the growing 
needs of what is today one of the fin- 
est towns in ncrthern Alberta. For 
the past 23 years, as I previously men- 
tion, I have seen and noted (ag all 
other weekly editors must in their 
own sphere) literally hundreds of in- 
evitable changes, both in its personnel 
of citizenry as well as in its plodding 
and healthful expansion from an ‘al- 
most insignificant settlement ‘to an 
up-to-date, practically fireproof busi- 
ness centre, which forms a divisional 
point'on the great transcontinental 
railway, the C.N-.R. And in the life 
of this district served by such a town 
The Star occupies a niche that is pe- 
culiarly its own.
